Militia Couneil in final form for Submission to the 
Privy Council. Parae 5, although nominally divid-— 
ing the control equally between the Military Authorities 
and the University, realy in effect means that there are 
two Military Members = Col. Wilson and Col. Starr — and 
four University Members — Dr. Bott, and the Professors 
of Physics, Bio-Chemistry and Physiology. There 
can be no objection taken to the Committee actually en= 
gaged in Research Work adding to its Members as may seem 
best to themselves,and there is no objection,but quite 
the contrary, to Professor McKenzie being included in 
the Committee oy ¢o-optation,as the size of the working 
body is not limited but only the size of the controlling 


body. There can be no objection to Prof. Mc 
Kenzie replacing one of the three suggested civilian 
Members in para. 5. It was intended that the 


Committee should nominate its own Chairman at its first 
Meeting and be left, so far as possible, unhampered by 
directions from outside authorities.

4 of the 
Draft Submission to Militia Council, of which you have 
a copy, provides for the Quarters for the Mechanical 
side of the Research Department—-A, at the Dominion 
Orthopaedic Hospital. Tt was thought that the 
Quarters in the University which have already been in 
use for the other two Research Branches - B, Physio- 
logical and C,Physical — wouldsuffice as in the past. 
So far as the retention of the services of any of the 
mechanics heretofore employed is concerned, that should 
be arranged by the Committee in consultation with Mr. 
Haultain. The appropriation from the Privy Coun- 
cil is being asked for to meet such expenditures as 
these Inter alia. 


Bie DISBURSEMENT OF FUNDS : Ttis thought that 
an arrangement on lines similar to those heretofore in 
force should be continued, that the accants of the two 
former funds should be kept separate, and that expenditures 
made from the expected appropriation from the Council 
should be controlled in a similar way by the Committee.

The Committee of the Privy Council have had before 
them a Report, dated 14th.April, 1919, from the Minister of 
Militia & Defence, submitting as follows: 


1. Research work in the problems connected with 
orthopaedics, physiotherapy, and the improvement of existing 
mechanical appliances,limbs, etce., was begun by the Military 
Hospitals Commission in Hart House University of Toronto, and 
has been carried on there under the Department of Militia and 
Defence since the taking over of that organization and the 
creation of a Military School of Orthopaedic Surgery and Physio- 
therapy by General Order 48, issued in April 1918, The work 
has been carried on with the assistance of two separate funds, 
called the Hart House School of Therapy Fund, and the Hart 
House Special Research Fund, These funds were contributed to 
by private individuals, the University of Toronto, the Canadian 
Red Cross, and various other organizations, and the total amount 
subscribed between November 1916, and October,1918, amounted to 


$14,284.06, Appendix 1 and Appendix 2, attached hereto, show
